Protestion.

Tho diserimination tn feaight ratos against
the Missouri tiver packing contears may bo
brought to the attention of tho Interstate
Commoreo ¢ommission, although no definite
plan of action hus yet bxon nereed upon, and
In foet no prelimiaaries navoe been arrangod.
Tna foct 1s vealized, howoever, that thero
must be coveertod action upon tha part of
the packers i tho growth of tho packing In-
dustry in this region is to bo maintalned aod
its prosperity not ajiminished.

The South Omaha puckers are alive 1o the
fact that there s o common lnterestin tho
strugele, and the Missouri river packers
should reatize it. The freight rate discrim-
ination iy ns much agninst one point as an-
other, and lias the nppearance of bolng us-
pocluily engendorod in the loterest of Chi-
cago, und an attempt 1o eripple the paclkin
indusurles on the Missouri river, The Chi-
eago peoplo realize that the live stock ln-
dustyy is teavellng west and are making every
effort in their power to provent it, The
powerful influence they have brought to bear
had tts effect with the rallways and trafiie
agsociations, and all attempts 1o socure o re-
ndjustmant of frelght rates upon an  equita-
ble basis  bavo been denled upon some very
Himsy pretests, In the future, however, if
the plans do not miscarry, the Missourl rivor
futerests will ba thoroughly orgoanized and
bring such a forco 1o bear that the trafic as-
socintions wili eome to the realization of tho
faet that the Chicago lndustries are not the
only ones to the country that must receéivoe
coustderation,

Sinee the refusnl o few weeks ago by tha
Western Trealtle ussocintion  to ralse tho rate
on packing house products to the Pacifie
eonsl, thoro has boon svine correspondence
batween  thoe Omahng Kansas City  aod
mioux  City packers, looking 1o un
organizition of interests, anathe formulation
of some plin te soouee voliel lrom the dis-
crimination, Hoveral pians huvoe beon stg
gosted, but nonp have been sereed upon. A
proposition to lay the wintter bofore the inter-
stato commeres commission hos been  sug-
gested, but has gone no farther. An organ-
tzation eof the packors of Omuaha, Kansas
City and Stoux City will probubly bo effectod
at an carty dav, aud in tnar marfior it s
hoped to bring aboul a readjustment of
froieht »ates,

The freight rate diseriminutlon against the
Missouri river packing conters have been re-
farrad toin Tar Bre, The Chicago packers
are tho rrofiters and are afforded ull the pro-
tection it is possible for the teaftle assocla-
tion tn glve. A oar of packing house product
can ba shippea from Chicago to the Pacllie
coast ot the same rate us from Omohn, not-
withstanding the difference in distance of
A00 miles. But when it comes to shipmng to
the eastern seabourds, the Omiha packers
are compollad to puy u differontial rate, and
Chicago reans anothor bonafit as the result
of the diseriminntion.  An exumple s shown
by the rawoe to Richimand, 'The rate on pro-
auets to that eity from Chicugo is 26 conts,
nnd from the Missouri river 45 eents, This
exmnple 15 not tne only disernmination, how-
ever. 'T'ne sume s 1o by eaid of the rute lrom
Loth points to New York, Boston and, in
fact, to all tho custern cities In which the
Miszouri viver bpackers flud an extensive
murket ond agreal demand for theie products,

The raising of the rate on fresh ment
products fvom the Missourt viver paciing
genters to Minneapolls wus uncallea for ana
woelenr injustice, The commisstoners of tho
Westorn 'raffle nssoclution plainly showed
thelr dusive Tor alserimination whon they dig
5o, Minneapolis is not o pickiug contor and
never will be, nod the plea of giviog them
protection was i very thimsy excusoe for tho
action tha commissioners took,

Thoroueh organlzation and a Jererminea
fight upon tho part of ‘he Missouri rivor
paelers will eventually secure an egquitable
tamil sheet und plaee them in the matter
upon o mwore cquul footing with thele easturn
compotitors. The Omaha packers believe
such an organization will be porfected and o
great deal of good accomplished,
